Governor 
Churchill accepted their offer, and wrote 
a letter to Capt. Hilsheim directing 
him to muster them in, sending him a 
commission for that purpose. Hilsheim 
returned a sharp letter, refusing to do 
so 
The governor responded, suspend- 


ing Hilsheim from command. The lat- 
ter wrote a iaucy letter declining to 
submit to peremptory dismissal and de- 
manding tbe right of trial by court- 
martial. The governor answered this 
through Acting Adjutant General Sam 
J. Churchill, relieving Hilsheim 
from 


command, placing him under arrest and 
notifying 
him that a court martial 


would assemble at Little Rock on June 
15 to try him for disobedience of orders 
and for disrespectful language to the 
commander in chiet of the military or- 
ganization of the state.
